A bill to transfer the Dillon Ranger District in the Arapaho National

Forest to the White River National Forest in the state of Colorado

As ordered reported by the Senate Committee on Energy and Natural Resources
on September 24, 1997

CBO estimates that enacting this bill would have no significant impact on the federal budget.
Because S. 591 would not affect direct spending or receipts, pay-as-you-go procedures do
not apply.  S. 591 contains no intergovernmental or private-sector mandates as defined in the
Unfunded Mandates Reform Act of 1995 and would have no impact on the budgets of state,
local, or tribal governments.

S. 591 would adjust the boundary of the White River National Forest to include all National
Forest System lands located in Summit County, Colorado.  Those lands form the Dillon
Ranger District, which is within the Arapaho National Forest.  According to the Forest
Service, the Dillon Ranger District is legally designated as part of the Arapaho National
Forest but is currently administered as part of the White River National Forest.  Thus,
enacting this bill would continue existing management practices.
